[ listing general nursery stock it is customary to show these in three classes; Evergreens, Coniferous and Deciduous. The Ever- 
green class includes those which stay green the year round. ‘The Coniferous class includes those which produce cones or cone- 
like seed pods, such as the Cedars, Junipers, etc. The Deciduous shrubs are those that shed their foliage in the winter. There 
are certain varieties and sizes of plants which transplant more readily when handled with a ball of earth to the roots. In nursery 
terms this is indicated by ‘“‘B&B” which means balled and burlapped. The term ‘‘BR” indicates that the plant is bare root. 


EVERGREENS 


ABELIA—(Abelia grandiflora). A most satisfactory plant for 
both flowers and foliage. Will attain height of six to eight 
feet, though may be kept to any desired height by pruning. 
The branches are graceful, the foliage rather narrow. glossy 
dark green above and reddish-gray beneath. From May 
until frost the plant is almost entirely covered with delicate 
white, fragrant flowers.

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HOW 10 PLANE AND CARE POR 
Camellias 


How te Plant and Care for 
Camellias 


N ORDER that you may derive the maximum 
enjoyment from the lovely Camellias you have 
purchased from us, these cultural hints are offered. 
Time and experience have proven to us the use of 
these directions will insure success. 


LOCATION: 

Camellias will grow in almost any location, 
north, east, south or west, but if there is any pref- 
erence which they favor, it will be on the north 
and east sides of a building, or protected from the 
west sun by trees. In fact, one of the nicest Pink 
Perfections we know of in the city is within three 
feet of a large pine tree, but they do not like to 
grow under oak trees, especially those with low 
hanging limbs. They must have a circulation of 
air. 


PLANTING: 

Camellias like a well-drained soil, and a cool, 
moist condition for their roots. In the lighter soil 
dig a hole 30x30x30 inches for a plant 5 to 6 feet 
in height. For smaller plants a somewhat smaller 
hole may be dug, but the larger the better. This 
last is especially true on heavy soil. In digging 
holes discard all the existing dirt, especially if it 
is of a heavy nature, and replace with properly 
treated soil. Different formulas are advocated, but 
the one we like best is composed of well-rotted 
pine bark, well-rotted sawdust, mellow soil, acid 
phosphate, agricultural sulphur and cottonseed 
meal, all carefully proportioned. These ingredients 
are thoroughly mixed several months in advance of 
being used. It is vitally necessary that the bark 
and sawdust be old and decayed. We find these 
materials must come from old, abandoned mill 
sites where the piles are from seven to ten years 
old. Pure leaf mould made from strictly decayed 
leaves is ideal, but needs the addition possibly of 
some sulphur and plant food. 
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As a heavy soil often presents a drainage pro- 
blem, use a post-hole digger to further deepen the 
planting hole by another 18 inches, and fill this 
hole as well as the bottom of the larger hole with 
coarse gravel to aid drainage. ‘The sketch shown 
will give a clear idea as to how this should be done. 
Pack the soil thoroughly as the hole is filled up. 
Don’t wait until it is filled and then attempt to do 
this tamping. If you are on high ground and plant- 
ing a number of Camellias, a drain tile may be 
put in. The comparative small cost will be a splen- 
did investment. Bear in mind that Camellias are 
valuable plants and no expense should be spared 
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in getting them properly planted. The plant should 
always be set higher than the surrounding ground, 
not only to drain, but to allow for shrinkage of the 
planting material. We find a great many Camellias 
down below the level of the surface, which is due 
solely to settling after the plants were set out. Such 
plants invariably sicken and die. 

FEEDING: 

Application of specially prepared Camellia 
fertilizer in March and June is suggested to keep 
plants in a vigorous condition. Camellias are not 
gross feeders and do not need heavy feeding. As 
long as the plant looks rich and green, there is no 
use to be concerned about it insofar as fertilizer 
goes. The following table will indicate the correct 
amounts: 


For Camellias 12-18 inches—% cup 
18-24 inches—% cup 
24-36 inches—1 cup 
3-4 feet —2 cups 
4-5 féet. =—5..cups 
6-8 feet —4 cups 


For potted plants and young grafted plants, 
use one-half the above amounts. 


The food should be applied evenly, not too 
close to the main stem of the plant, and watered in. 
Maintain a one-inch mulch of peat moss or leaf 
mould to protect the surface roots from extremes 
of weather, and avoid cultivating, as you will 
injure the surface feeding roots. Watering is very 
important. Remember, a plant in light soil will 
take more water than one in heavy soil, and a 
plant in the shade will require less water than one 
in semi-shade. Plants under trees require more 
water than those shaded by a building. Frequent 
syringing of the foilage to wash off grime and dust 
is very beneficial during the summer months, but 
avoid either wetting or spraying the foilage during 
the heat of the day, as sunburning will result. 
There can be no cut-and-dried rule for the water- 
ing of Camellias; they must be kept moist, but 
they will not stand an excess of water. Each 


garden will have a different water requirement, so 
you should check your own by digging down to a 
depth of several inches in the soil near your plant- 
ing bed to determine from season to season the 
amount and frequency of irrigation, and keep the 
soil moist, not sloppy wet. 

Watch winter watering, also, especially if 
ground is dry at blooming time, or during cold 
weather. All plants suffer less from freezing if 
the ground is wet. This applies especially to 
Camellias and azaleas. 

INSECTS: 

Watch plants for tea and Camellia scale. The 
tea scale is of a cottony white appearance on the 
under side of the leaves. ‘The Camellia scale is 
brown in color and also on the under side of the 
leaves. Both may be present at the same time. It 
is not difficult to get rid of them if a spray job 
is thoroughly done, but it must be thorough. We 
use and recommend the following spray: 


Y pint Super Destruxol 
mixed with 3 gallons water. 
8 large tablespoons Super Destruxol 
mixed with | gallon water. 


Avoid spraying when temperature is above 85 
degrees, or when there is danger of freezing. Spray, 
therefore, either in April or May and in September. 


GENERAL: 

Camellias are really no harder to grow than 
any other evergreen shrub, and once their require- 
ments are known, any gardener may be assured of 
success. ‘The plants are long-lived and enhance in 
value as they increase in size. It is well to bear in 
mind that the Camellia will in time need a fair 
amount of room; so try to allow at least four feet 
for development. Shallow-rooted annuals may be 
grown nearby, but do not mix in with a planting of 
heavy surface-rooting shrubs or trees such as the 
Privet or Ligustrums, as they will rob the slower- 
growing Camellias. Remember to keep the plants 
moist, but not wet; feed with acid fertilizer, and 
keep a peat moss or leaf mould mulch around the 
base.

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Hou to Plant and Care for 
Camellias 


i ORDER that you may derive the maximum 
enjoyment from the lovely Camellias you have 
purchased from us, these cultural hints are offered. 
Time and experience have proven to us the use of 
these directions will insure success. 


LOCATION: 

Camellias will grow in almost any location, 
north, east, south or west, but if there is any pref- 
erence which they favor, it will be on the north 
and east sides of a building, or protected from the 
west sun by trees. In fact, one of the nicest Pink 
Perfections we know of in the city is within three 
feet of a large pine tree, but they do not like to 
grow under oak trees, especially those with low 
hanging limbs. They must have a circulation of 
air. 

PLANTING: 

Camellias like a well-drained soil, and a cool, 
moist condition for their roots. In the lighter soil 
dig a hole 30x30x30 inches for a plant 5 to 6 feet 
in height. For smaller plants a somewhat smaller 
hole may be dug, but the larger the better. This 
last is especially true on heavy soil. In digging 
holes discard all the existing dirt, especially if. it 
is of a heavy nature,-and replace with properly 
treated soil. Different formulas are advocated, but 
the one we like best is composed of well-rotted 
pine bark, well-rotted sawdust, mellow soil, acid 
phosphate, agricultural sulphur and. cottonseed 
meal, all carefully proportioned. These ingredients 
are thoroughly mixed several months in advance 
of being used. It is vitally necessary that the bark 
and sawdust be old and decayed. We find these 
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Coarve Grave/, 


materials must come from old, abandoned mill 
sites where the piles are from seven to ten years 
old. Pure leaf mould made from strictly decayed 
leaves is ideal, but needs the addition possibly of 
some sulphur and plant food. 


As a heavy soil often presents a drainage prob- 
lem, use a post-hole digger to further deepen the 
planting hole by another 18 inches, and fill this 
hole as well as the bottom of the larger hole with 
coarse gravel to aid drainage. The sketch shown 
will give a clear idea as to how this should be done. 
Pack the soil thoroughly as the hole is filled up. 
Don’t wait until it is filled and then attempt to do 
this tamping. If you are on high ground and plant- 
ing a number of Camellias, a drain tile may be 
put in. The comparative small cost will be a splen- 
did investment. Bear in mind that Camellias are 
valuable plants and no expense should be spared 
in getting them properly planted. The plant should 
always be set higher than the surrounding ground, 
not only to drain, but to allow for shrinkage of the 
planting material. We find a great many Camellias 
down below the level of the surface, which is due 
solely to settling after the plants were set out. Such 
plants invariably sicken and die. 


FEEDING: 


Application of specially prepared Camellia 
fertilizer in March and June is suggested to keep 
plants in a vigorous condition. Camellias are not 
gross feeders and do not need heavy feeding. As 
long as the plant looks rich and green, there is no 
use to be concerned about it insofar as fertilizer 
goes. The following table will indicate the correct 
amounts: 

For Camellias 12-18 inches—'%4 cup 
18-24 inches—'% cup 
24-36 inches—1 cup 
3-4 get =2 cups 
4-5 feet —3 cups 
6-8 feet —4 cups 
For potted plants and young grafted lant 
use one-half the above amounts. 


The food should be applied evenly, not too 
close to the main stem of the plant, and watered 
in. Maintain a one-inch mulch of peat moss or 
leaf mould to protect the surface roots from ex- 
tremes of weather, and avoid cultivating, as you 
will injure the surface feeding roots. Watering is 
very important. Remember, a plant in light soil 
will take more water than one in heavy soil, and a 
plant in the shade will require less water than one 
in semi-shade. Plants under trees require more 
water than those shaded by a building. Frequent 
syringing of the foliage to wash off grime and dust 
is very beneficial during the summer months, but 
avoid either wetting or spraying the foliage during 
the heat of the day, as sunburning will result. 
There can be no cut-and-dried rule for the water- 
ing of Camellias; they must be kept moist, but 
they will not stand an excess of water. Each 
garden will have a different water requirement, so 
you should check your own by digging down to a 
depth of several inches in the soil near your plant- 
ing bed to determine from season to season the 
amount and frequency of irrigation, and keep the 
soil moist, not sloppy wet. 


Watch winter watering, also, especially if 
ground is dry at blooming time, or during cold 
weather. All plants suffer less from freezing if 
the ground is wet. This applies especially to 
Camellias and azaleas. 


INSECTS: 


Watch plants for tea and Camellia scale. The 
tea scale is of a cottony white appearance on the 
under side of the leaves. The Camellia scale is 
brown in color and also on the under side of the 
* leaves. Both may be present at the same time. It 


isnot difficult to get rid of them if a spray job 
is thoroughly done, but i¢ must be thorough. We 
use and recommend the following spray: 


¥% Pint Super Destruxol 
1 gallon water 


Avoid spraying when temperature is above 85 
degrees, or when there is danger of freezing. Spray, 
therefore, either in April or May and in September. 


GENERAL: 


Camellias are really no harder to grow than 
any other evergreen shrub, and once their require- 
ments are known, any gardener may be assured of 
success. The plants are long-lived and enhance in 
value as they increase in size. It is well to bear in 
mind that the Camellia will in time need a fair 
amount of room; so try to allow at least four feet 
for development. Shallow-rooted annuals may be 
grown nearby, but do not mix in with a planting 
of heavy surface-rooting shrubs or trees such as 
the Privet or Ligustrums, as they will rob the 
slower-growing Camellias. Remember to keep the 
plants moist, but not wet; feed with acid fertilizer, 
and keep a peat moss or leaf mould.mulch around 
the base.
